CLEAN CATTERIES 
ear Editors: 

When my lovely Brown Tabby, Tom- 
my died in March at the age of 12, my 
grief only could be assuaged by acquir- 
ing another kitty. I will not use the word 
“replace”, because one never replaces 
another, they are each different and 
sweet in their own ways. 

Therefore, I read with interest, under 
“Fanciers Forum”, the letter by Muriel 
Morton on “The Questionable Cattery”, 
and can only agree wholeheartedly with 
her, for my own experience parallels 
hers. 

I, too, tell completely in love with a 
wonderful little 4-month old kitten—at 
the first “cattery” I visited. He was to 
be a birthday gift from my husband to 
me and delightedly we paid the price 
without question, brought him to our 
home which had been completely cleaned 
from top to bottom so that there was 
not the slightest possibility of his coming 
in contact with anything detrimental to 
his health, even though my Tommy boy 
had died from age and not disease. 

One week after I had the new baby,

| noticed a peculiar itching eruption on 
my neck—then another, and then others 
on various parts of my body. Upon con- 
sulting a dermatologist, | was informed 
| had a fungus commonly called, al- 
though misnamed, “Ringworm” — usu- 
ally transmitted by cats to people, al- 
though it can also be transmitted from 
people to cats. He suggested I get rid of 
the animal, which | had no intention of 
doing if I could possibly remedy the 
condition other way. I consulted 
my veterinarian, who said that the con- 
ventional treatment was to dip the ani- 
mal in sulphur and lime solution, allow 
this to dry on the fur and work down to 
the skin, brushing thoroughly after four 
or five days.

It required 
two treatments, ten days apart, to rid 
him of this condition. While he did not 
suffer but momentarily, it did make him 
resent the sight of a comb to the extent 
that there still is a tussle every night 
when grooming time comes—-even now 
after three months have passed. Worst 
ot all, the fungus was transmitted from 
me to my husband, and my mother who 
loved our little fellow and played with 
inm on every occasion, broke out with 
it and lived in fear of contaminating her 
own three lovely cats, not touching them 
until she was rid of the condition. When 
we finally thought all was well, my aunt 
came down with it—and she also has a 
kitten ! 

My veterinarian told me, and it was 
confirmed by the dermatologist, that 
seven to ten days elapse between the 
time of contamination and the first skin 
eruption. It was the seventh or eighth 
day after we had the kitty that I first 
noticed the eruption on myself. .\s soon 
as I knew what it was and an examiia- 
tion of the kitten by a qualified veter- 
inarian confirmed the fact definitely that 
the baby was the “carrier”, I called the 
breeders to ask if they were aware that 
the little red spots on the kitten’s skin 
were not from diet—as they warned me—- 
but actually were a fungus. Of course, 
they were hurt by the inference and com- 
mented that this condition also could be 
transmitted by humans to cats—and that 
didn’t “set well” with us, for we all are 
daily bathers and, as before-stated, our 
house had been thoroughly cleaned be- 
tore bringing the new kit in. 

Fortunately, since we felt our little 
tellow needed a companion kitten, we 
had just the opposite experience with 
another cattery, when we recently bought 
a little female. That lovely place is so 
clean and the animals so beautifully 
groomed, a prospective buyer would 
never have any fear even if he had to 
get in the same cage with a kitty! It is 
immaculate in every respect, and we 
would never hesitate to recommend it to 
anyone who was looking for an addition 
to their menage. 

We are planning on becoming breeders 
ourselves, but have yet to experience the

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THE SOUTH AMERICAN MARGAY 


A New North American Pet 
By Oliver Ingersoll 


Some cat fanciers find their adventure 
in trying to juggle genes and chromo 
somes in a dozen different bloodlines 
until the perfect cat of a particular breed 
is developed; some think it just as im- 
portant and compelling to start new 
breeds such as the Himalayan Longhair 
or the Red Point; others are satisfied 
just to have a beautiful intelligent cat 
around the house to provide a form of 
companionship which other pets can not 
offer. Mrs. Lillian Pedulla of Norris- 
town, Pennsylvania, is already well 
known as a Siamese breeder, but she’s 
decided to blaze yet another trail in the 
realm of cat-breeding—the introduction 
of a completely different type of cat, 
breed unknown in the Fancy and rarely 
if ever domesticated in the northern 
United States: the Margay of South 
\merica. 

The Margay is a smaller version of 
the Ocelot found in the southern United 
States and in Central America, and is 
sometimes called by that name. It's 
natural habitat is from Central America 
south through Argentina. A little larger 
overall than a full grown Siamese cat, ‘t 
has a much heavier body with shorter 
and thicker legs. 

Mrs. Pedulla’s two pioneers are called 
Mr. and Mrs. Chuckle—Chuckle, because 
that’s as close as she can come to de- 
scribing the only sound they make—no 
mews or caterwauls. Their color pattern 
consists of black dots on a white back- 
ground, but with very little regularity as 
yet. Feet are black and the ears, too, are 
black with large white spots. Eyes are 
deep brown, so dark that it’s hard to dis- 
tinguish the iris from the pupil. 


Mr. and Mrs. Chuckle do not seem to 
have the delicate sense of balance pos- 
cessed by long-domesticated breeds. In 
tact, Mrs. Pedulla says, if they try to 
jump from a chair they almost invariably 
iall and roll over. But they are just as

When they first arrived from 
Brazil, Mr. and Mrs. Chuckle 
presented a good many prob 
lems to their new hostess.

A few 
trial and error sessions brought 
out that Margays must be put 
in water for their “sanitary” 
functions. Now they're taken 
out doors at the proper times, a little 
water poured on the ground, and the hint 
is immediately taken. 

Mr. Chuckle was a_ snarling little 
beast his first day at Norristown, but 
he was so full of fleas that a bath 
had to be the initial order of business. 
He didn’t like it a bit — growled, and 
tried to bite but made no effort at 
all to scratch. After handling cats whose 
teeth and claws both had to be watched, 
Mrs. Pedulla says she found this “wild 
cat” easy, indeed, to take care of. All 
that had to be done was to watch his 
teeth, and they were not sharp at all. 
Within two days he'd thrown off his 
jungle ways and could be called civi- 
lized. He was fed all he could eat, ap- 
parently the first time he’d ever had 
enough, and after he’d once got his fill 
he no longer snapped and snarled when 
eating as he did at first. Now his owner 
can feed him tiny pieces of meat right 
from her fingers without being concerned 
that he'll confuse the two. He is not high- 
strung in the least, loves to go riding in 
automobiles, and has been walked through 
the crowded International Airport of 
Philadelphia without making a nervous 
gesture the whole time. 

Perhaps part of the answer to his quick 
adjustment is that he was accepted by 
the Cymri Siamese without question on 
the first day he came, despite his being 
then a snapping, snarling little fury! The 
cats were not afraid of him, nor he of 
them—they made friends immediately, a 
rare happening even among two strange 
cats of the same breed. These domesti- 
cated aristocrats have no doubt been 
taken as examples to follow by the 
Chuckles.

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CSIVAK, THE FRONTLINE CAT 


This happened during the first World 
War. On the third day of the forced 
march, at noon, we came to a ruined 
village, in Galicia, in Austrian Poland. 

\ forced march in those times was a 
military hike in full kit (around 75 
pounds) which one had to do whether 
one liked it or not—and one better had 
to be good at it. It was anywhere be- 
tween 25 to 30 miles a day—depending 
upen the urgency of the case, for if 
ordered it could last for days. The best 
time | remember was 56 miles in two 
days, twenty percent of the battalion 
falling off. The commander was respon- 
sible for the schedule and for his men— 
but the main thing was to “get there 
firstest with the mostest men.” 

We were tired, bitter and hungry. We 
had not had a meal since we started, for 
the field kitchen could not keep up with 
us. The roads were jammed with Red 
Cross wagons, packed full with wounded 
men, falling backward, with artillery 
moving for new positions, with cursing 
mule drivers ankle deep in mud—so, we 
had to march most of the time on the 
soft shoulder of the road or in the 
ditches, or on the open field, while the 
rain splattered down relentlessly on 
wounded, on mules and their drivers and 
upon us. 

We were cussing and cursing and 
using profane language. We cursed the 
kitchen and the cooks for their laziness, 
the Q.M. Department for not taking care 
of us, the Commander for driving us so 
hard, the Almighty for letting all this 
happen to us, and even the star-studded 
heavens for not crashing and tumbling 
down upon our heads. Soldiers do things 
like that some times. 

Anyway, on that third day of our 
forced march we came to this particular 
shot-to-pieces, maimed, burned and _ pill- 
aged human habitat—at noon, and the 
battalion hornist blew “halt” and rest 
was ordered for us. At that time we re- 
marked, mockingly, that the rest was 
ordered not for us, but the mules. But 
never mind the gags, boys—the order 
came to open and eat emergency rations. 
For three days we had nothing to eat 
except what little was left in our knap- 
sacks and the little we found on the 
fields. To eat emergency rations without 
order meant being gagged for two hours 
-the right leg and left arm tied together 
and pulled up on a tree trunk until onfy 
the toes of the other foot touched ground 
—for two hours. Usually, after this 
treatment a man had to be revived with 
cold water, but it was very effective 
against temptation. 

So, upon hearing the “angelic” order, 
we fell out and threw down our packs. 
The mule drivers (for I was serving 
with the machine-gun squad of the 
battalion, and we had a dozen mules) 
dismounted and foddered and watered 
the mules, and the men were looking for 
some dry place to sit down and gulp 
their rations. A badly shattered house, 
with charred beams and woodwork, 


séemed to afford some protection from 
the wind and drizzling rain. 

| had just sat down and opened my 
can, when my eyes hit upon a_ faintly 
moving object in a corner by the charred 
crossbeams. At first, I thought my eyes 
had deceived me. I went nearer and 
looked more closely. Then I heard a 
faint “mew” and saw a pair of implor- 
ing eyes of one of God’s creatures in 
dire distress and misery. It was a cat. 
Her fur wet, she was starved and worn 
down, and frightened. There she was 
crouching desperately in a corner of the 
charred beams—in a last effort to find 
protection among the ruins of a house 
which used to be her home. 

That faint mew was the S.O.S. of a 
soul in distress—a weak signal for help 
to another living creature—an appeal to 
another being of the universal brother- 
hood of God’s living creatures who re- 
sembled the one who had previously 
afforded her shelter and protection—her 
master. 

Slowly I advanced nearer to her, 
stretched my finger tips to her nose, 
scratched her ear. She tried to lift her- 
self, and fell back. She was much too 
weak. I gently lifted her off the wet 
charred beam. She did not resist. I tried 
to feed her, but she would not eat. The 
men said “she is not hungry”, but T 
knew better The wretched creature was 
in the last stage of starvation—too feeble 
even to take food, and she was only skin 
and bones. 

I dried her fur, rolled her up in a 
blanket, allowing only her head to 
emerge. I had hardly fiinshed my ration 
when the signal came to pack and fall in. 
During the rest of the march I carried 
the bundle, with the men of my squad 
chipping in. That evening we reached 
our goal—a village in fairly good condi- 
tion which sheltered the divisional head- 
quarters. The front line was about three 
kilometers to the east. We were billeted 
in houses and farmyards, and had the 
first warm meal, with coffee, in three 
days. Unpack, inspection, and rest until 
midnight, was ordered. After midnight 
we were going up in the trenches to re- 
lieve tired troops. 

One of my men, after careful search 
and some cunning, succeeded in getting 
a little fresh milk. We fed our pet— 
because, by this time she was going to 
be our pet (if she was going to live) 
using a medicine dropper, and put her to 
sleep in the stable with the mules, in the 
care of Zana, the head mule driver. He 
was a big husky man, with ruddy cheeks 
and flaming red beard, known by this to 
the whole division. In spite of his rough 
looks, he was as gentle with his animals 
as a good father with his children. He 
took upon himself the task of nursing 
and caring for the sick animal. 

Leaving them behind at midnight, we 
silently proceeded to our position in the 
trenches of Hill 503, or it was popu- 
larly called “Death Hill.” On its slopes 
on the far side, beyond and among our

barbed wires lay thousands upon thou- 
sands of dead bodies. The trenches wer” 
real earthworks, fortified with six rows 
of barbed wire covered with-logs arid 
varth, sand bags, machine guns positions, 

mine throwers—and so on. 

That night we beat back six attacks 
on our position. It was easy, for no 
living man could get up on that slope 
past our barbed wires. It was a reckless 
sacrifice of men. 

3ut “Hill 503” was the key to Buko- 
vina, and Bukovina was the key to the 
Carpathian passes to Transylvania. It 
was worth the trying. They had lost out 
so far—but they tried again night after 
night. 

After two weeks of this, we were re- 
lieved by fresh troops and we were sent 
back to the village for rest. 

l found our pet far on the way to re- 
covery. Zana had certain secret medi- 
cines of his own for his mules, and he 
applied them to the cat, and he was 
proud of his achievements. 

“What you say Sarge?” he asked, as 
he proudly presented his patient. 

There sat our pet in the straw, licking 
her fur, which had become sleek and 
glossy. When she scented me, she came 
over to me, and with a joyous mew she 
jumped up in my lap and purred con- 
tentedly. Zana got one week’s ration of 
my tobacco and a canteen full of rum. 
\nd the size of our canteen was nearly 
one liter. 

By this time our pet had acquired a 
name. The men, for reasons of their 
own, called her “Csivak.” 

Well, we had a good time for a week. 
We did our best to make up for the 
forced march. We ate and slept, smoked 
and played cards, wrote letters, and read 
letters—and fooled around with each 
other. 

Csivak improved day by day, and by 
this time she was the favored pet of the 
battalion. She grew round and muscular, 
and her striped fur became shiney and 
soft. She showed intelligence, under- 
standing and loyalty. She made friends 
with the men and the mules. The mules 
would bend their necks and Csivak would 
brush her soft fur against their noses. 
She would jump up on Zana’s cot, stretch 
herself out and doze off or purr in her 
contentment. The men patted and chided 
her, and she would play with them énd- 
lessly. But she had a particular liking 
for me. Whenever I came near, she 
would come and walk beside me, and 
when I sat down she would jump into 
my lap, burrow her head against me and 
purr, and in every way that she was able 
to express, she tried to let me know that 
she realized what I had done for her and 
that she would never forget it. 


The time eventually came when we 
had to part. We had to go back to our 
trenches on Hill 503. The fighting had 
died down by this time, and excepting 
for occasional artillery dueling, every- 
thing was quiet.

There are, clearly, two sides to the 
problems of stud management. It can be 
approachgl from the viewpoint of the 
breeder who does not keep a stud or who 
for some reason must “go out” for stud 
service. It may also be viewed from the 
standpoint of the breeder or stud owner 
who keeps one or more studs for his 
own use and to have at service. 

Let us, first, “shop” for stud service. 
We want to find a stud which is suitable 
as a mate for our queen. If we just 
want pet kittens, all we need is a pure- 
bred male, but he should also be healthy, 
kept in clean quarters and owned by 
someone who is capable of handling the 
actual mating process. Usually registra- 
tion is the best assurance of purebreed- 
ing. Usually a stud at service in a cattery 
is kept in good health and in clean quar- 
ters because a cattery owner finds it most 
practical and economical to maintain a 
stud in that fashion. 

When we have located a cattery or 
two with studs of the breed and color 
in which we are interested, we telephone 
the owner to find when it would be con- 
venient for us to come to see the cats 
and to discuss the pending breeding. This 
phone call and visit should come before 
the queen is in season so that we may 
look in leisure. It is only courteous to 
arrange the visit by phone. You might 
see the cattery in its usual running con- 
dition by arriving unannounced; but you 
may not find the owner at home or le 
may be too busy to talk with you just 
then. Most cattery owners do not make 
a business of their cats and do have other 
occupations and even some home life to 
occupy their time! 

You may expect to be shown the male 
or males which are at service and the 
quarters where your queen would be 
kept for the few days she is at the cat- 
tery. You should look for the usual signs 
of fleas or ear mites or the slightest 
hint that the cats (not just the male at 
stud) are not well. Discuss stud fees and 
the expected date of your queen’s next 
season with the stud owner. Be sure you 
have a mutual understanding of the cus- 
tomary code of stud practice or make 
special arrangements ahead of time. If 
you live some distance away and must 
send your cat or travel with her, the 
preliminary arrangements may be made 
by mail, but care in the selection of the 
cattery is even more important because 
you cannot check health conditions 
ahead of time. If you do inquire by mail, 
send a stamped envelope and return 
photos, pedigree outlines, etc., promptly. 

When your queen does come in seasoh, 
notify the stud owner so that he will be 
expecting her arrival—whether you go 
with her or she is to be met. Be certain 
he understands what she eats (although 
queens often will not eat when with the 
stud) and whether she needs heated 
quarters at night or not. She should be 
in full season before she is sent or sfe 
may not “stay in season”; but don’t de- 
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ray either, for some cats have a rela- 
tively short season. Do not expect her 
to be over the season when she returns. 
Do not allow her to run free before 
she is sent or until she is completely 
over her season for several days when 
she returns; because double ocncep- 
tion can and does occur. Expect her 19 
stay up to three or four days because 
some queens will wait three days and 
only then be ready to accept the stud— 
even when familiar with the cattery and 
with the male. Do not, however, expect 
the stud owner to keep her after he has 
notified you that she has been serviced 
and may be taken home. The stud fée 
covers a number of things but not addi- 
tional board after the mating. 

The expenses of keeping a stud are 
many and varied. There is the cost of 
feeding and housing. There is the cost 
(in time and money) of keeping the 
stud quarters clean and in good repair. 
Stud quarters need more attention than 
those for other cats, as any stud owner 
knows. If they are kept freshly painted, 
they must have a new coat every couple 
of months! There are the multitudinous 
expenses of showing a stud—which may 
be estimated, roughly, by multiplying 
each ribbon of any color by from five to 
fifty (and even more) dollars and throw- 
ing in a few dollars for the shows where 
“something went wrong” ! 

You should figure in the stud owner’s 
time, too. When the queen is not ready, 
he must make the jaunt out to the stud 
house every half hour or so to see how 
things are coming (during this time, the 
two cats are not left together. There is 
a wire mesh screen or some other ar- 
rangement separating them so that they 
may become acquainted but may not do 
each other harm.) When the queen is 
ready, he must supervise each meeting, 
spending a half an hour or more with 
them each time. Although only one mat- 
ing is often sufficient, most stud owners 
allow several for “good measure”. The 
stud owner risks being bitten or scratche1 
and having his male equally mauled. 
(You might not recognize your sweét 
pet when she is with a strange stud and 
is in season!) The stud owner risks 
having disease or pests (fleas, worms, 
mites) brought to his cats. He must also 
put in the not inconsiderable time neces- 
sary to fill out a certificate of service 
and pedigree. 

About now you may ask, “Why does 
anyone bother with stud service?” I’m 
not sure that I know, either. Unless the 
fee is sufficient to help cover main- 
tenance costs of the cattery, stud service 
is often more bother than it is worth. 
Many stud owners keep males for their 
own breeding purposes and because they 
like what the English call, “the entire 
male”, even though studs usually cannot 
be kept as house pets. Those are the two 
reasons why studs are kept at the Dark 
Gauntlets. Some people feel that males 
must have so much activity within any 
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given time. This may be true in un- 
usual cases, but our males, which are 
kept within sight and smell of queens 
all the time, often go months—most of 
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the year — without mating; yet live 
happily and quietly despite it. The reason 
for their lack of evenly spaced service 
is that most breeders here prefer to breed 
early in the spring—and we concur. 

From the foregoing, any queen owner 
should realize, without delving into the 
consideration of value or quality of 
pedigrees and show wins, that a stud 
fee of $20, $25 or even $35 is not un- 
reasonable. It would cost from $35 to 
$50 a year, at least, at best, to keep a 
stud. Surely it should be worth $25 to 
pay someone else for service and not 
have the bother and work of keeping 
him oneself? When the relative costs of 
pet and show cats and kittens are also 
considered, when the question of pedi- 
gree is brought up, and when the males 
sought are champions or sires of cham- 
pions; it is easy to justify stud fees of 
$50 and up. Owners of show stock often 
have additional advertising expense. It 
is not unreasonable to pass a portion of 
that expense on to the owner of a queen 
visiting a ~show-proven stud—such ad- 
vertising adds to the value of that stud’s 
kittens. Similarly, when a rather high 
fee is paid for the privilege of breeding 
to a highly successful show male, the 
assurance that few other breeders will 
have his kits for sale is a part of that 
price. 

Custom has it that stud fees are to be 
paid at the time of the queen’s arrival at 
the stud’s abode. Stud fees are not re- 
turnable under any circumstances if the 
stud in question has already been proven. 
(It is foolish to bother with an unproven 
stud unless he is the only male avail- 
able.) If the queen fails to conceive 
following the first visit, the stud owner 
may, if he feels so inclined, extend the 
return privilege, but this should be 
recognized for the privilege it is. You, 
the queen owner, should be meticulous 
about reporting her failure to conceive 
as soon as you know of it, and before 
the due date for kittening—at the very 
latest. Most stud owners will even ex- 
tend a second return privilege, but the 
coverage of the fee has really been ex- 
hausted at this point. Some stud owners 
will generously guarantee kittens or the 
return of the stud fee; but, since their 
male has been proven, failure to con- 
ceive usually is the fault of the queen, 
and the fee, which is for te right to 
have the queen serviced by t:e proven 
male, has been earned. 

The stud owner must, at all times, 
have full control over his male. He 
should never leave the cats alene to- 
gether. It is presumed that he will not 
allow the queen to be mated by any other 
stud. The integrity of the stud owner is 
of utmost importance in selecting a stud 
for your queen, and you should never 
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The mice don’t play when the cat’s 
away at the home of Mrs. Maude Erwin, 
Chula Vista, California — because Mrs. 
Erwin’s cats stay home and mind their 
business, all 265 of them. They aren't 
china cats either. 

Mrs. Erwin, who is eighty-two, has 
been collecting cats for twenty-five years. 
In 1928, a widow with no family, she 
dedicated her life to the care and humane 
treatment of unwanted feline creatures. 

She lived in Pacific Beach then, a 
suburb of San Diego, and went from 
door to door soliciting funds and or- 
ganizing the Animal Rescue League. It 
wasn’t long until she was able to buy a 
five acre ranch and build modern shelters 
for the cats nobody wanted. Unfortun- 
ately the nearby residents did not share 
her sympathy for the animals and soon 
Mrs. Erwin had to disband and took 
eighteen cats home with her. She bought 
piano boxes and again built shelters and 
runs. Then her house was sold. She took 
her cats, by then numbering sixty, and 
searched for a place to live but no one 
wanted a renter with sixty cats. 

Maude Erwin wasn’t easily discour- 
aged, however. She sat down and wrote a 
letter to Edith Latham, head of Latharh 
Foundation for Humane Education in 
Oakland, California. Miss Latham had 
heard of Mrs. Erwin’s work and at once 
wired her the money to buy three lots. 
Two elderly gentlemen friends came and 
offered to do carpentry. They went to a 
wrecking place for materials, doors, vin- 
dows, etc. Other friends of cats came 
and brought material and gave help. 
Within sixty days Mrs. Erwin had a 
house and shelter for her cats. For 
thirteen years she stayed here, adding to 
her collection of abandoned cats. 

Then people began buying lots near 
her. Homes went up. Neighbors began 
pestering City Council to have the cats 
removed. They could find no legitimate 
‘ate for removing Maude Erwin how- 
ever, because she kept everything spotless 
and her cats made no noise. Then the city 
paved the streets in that area and brought 
an assessment of $2,000 against her for 
paving. This was too much for Mrs. 
Irwin so at last she was forced out. 

With her by this time 130 cats Maude 
Erwit searched for a new home but now 
her reputation as the Cat Lady had 
spread and people objected to having 
ic’ tear. Wien she was about to give 
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up she found two acres of river bottom 
land in the country East of Chula Vista, 
far removed from the town or nearby 
inhabitants and Mrs. Erwin felt she 
would be able to live quietly and perhaps 
not have to add more to her cat family. 

But Chula Vista is a fast growing 
community and now she finds herself 
almost on the edge of town.

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There are, clearly, two sides to the 
problems of stud management. It can be 
approachgl from the viewpoint of the 
breeder who does not keep a stud or who 
for some reason must “go out” for stud 
service. It may also be viewed from the 
standpoint of the breeder or stud owner 
who keeps one or more studs for his 
own use and to have at service. 

Let us, first, “shop” for stud service. 
We want to find a stud which is suitable 
as a mate for our queen. If we just 
want pet kittens, all we need is a pure- 
bred male, but he should also be healthy, 
kept in clean quarters and owned by 
someone who is capable of handling the 
actual mating process. Usually registra- 
tion is the best assurance of purebreed- 
ing. Usually a stud at service in a cattery 
is kept in good health and in clean quar- 
ters because a cattery owner finds it most 
practical and economical to maintain a 
stud in that fashion. 

When we have located a cattery or 
two with studs of the breed and color 
in which we are interested, we telephone 
the owner to find when it would be con- 
venient for us to come to see the cats 
and to discuss the pending breeding. This 
phone call and visit should come before 
the queen is in season so that we may 
look in leisure. It is only courteous to 
arrange the visit by phone. You might 
see the cattery in its usual running con- 
dition by arriving unannounced; but you 
may not find the owner at home or ke 
may be too busy to talk with you just 
then. Most cattery owners do not make 
a business of their cats and do have other 
occupations and even some home life to 
occupy their time! 

You may expect to be shown the male 
or males which are at service and the 
quarters where your queen would be 
kept for the few days she is at the cat- 
tery. You should look for the usual signs 
of fleas or ear mites or the slightest 
hint that the cats (not just the male at 
stud) are not well. Discuss stud fees and 
the expected date of your queen’s next 
season with the stud owner. Be sure you 
have a mutual understanding of the cus- 
tomary code of stud practice or make 
special arrangements ahead of time. If 
you live some distance away and must 
send your cat or travel with her, the 
preliminary arrangements may be made 
by mail, but care in the selection of the 
cattery is even more important because 
you cannot check health conditions 
ahead of time. If you do inquire by mail, 
send a stamped envelope and return 
photos, pedigree outlines, etc., promptly. 

When your queen does come in seasoh, 
notify the stud owner so that he will be 
expecting her arrival—whether you go 
with her or she is to be met. Be certain 
he understands what she eats (although 
queens often will not eat when with the 
stud) and whether she needs heated 
quarters at night or not. She should be 
in full season before she is sent or sfe 
may not “stay in season”; but don’t de-

ray either, for some cats have a rela- 
tively short season. Do not expect her 
to be over the season when she returns. 
Do not allow her to run free before 
she is sent or until she is completely 
over her season for several days when 
she returns; because double ocncep- 
tion can and does occur. Expect her 19 
stay up to three or four days because 
some queens will wait three days and 
only then be ready to accept the stud— 
even when familiar with the cattery and 
with the male. Do not, however, expect 
the stud owner to keep her after he has 
notified you that she has been serviced 
and may be taken home. The stud fée 
covers a number of things but not addi- 
tional board after the mating. 

The expenses of keeping a stud are 
many and varied. There is the cost of 
feeding and housing. There is the cost 
(in time and money) of keeping the 
stud quarters clean and in good repair. 
Stud quarters need more attention than 
those for other cats, as any stud owner 
knows. If they are kept freshly painted, 
they must have a new coat every couple 
of months! There are the multitudinous 
expenses of showing a stud—which may 
be estimated, roughly, by multiplying 
each ribbon of any color by from five to 
fifty (and even more) dollars and throw- 
ing in a few dollars for the shows where 
“something went wrong”! 

You should figure in the stud owner’s 
time, too. When the queen is not ready, 
he must make the jaunt out to the stud 
house every half hour or so to see how 
things are coming (during this time, the 
two cats are not left together. There is 
a wire mesh screen or some other ar- 
rangement separating them so that they 
may become acquainted but may not do 
each other harm.) When the queen is 
teady, he must supervise each meeting, 
spending a half an hour or more with 
them each time. Although only one mat- 
ing is often sufficient, most stud owners 
allow several for “good measure”. The 
stud owner risks being bitten or scratche1 
and having his male equally mauled. 
(You might not recognize your sweét 
pet when she is with a strange stud and 
is in season!) The stud owner risks 
having disease or pests (fleas, worms, 
mites) brought to his cats. He must also 
put in the not inconsiderable time neces- 
sary to fill out a certificate of service 
and pedigree. 

About now you may ask, “Why does 
anyone bother with stud service?” I’m 
not sure that I know, either. Unless the 
fee is sufficient to help cover main- 
tenance costs of the cattery, stud service 
is often more bother than it is worth. 
Many stud owners keep males for their 
own breeding purposes and because they 
like what the English call, “the entire 
male”, even though studs usually cannot 
be kept as house pets. Those are the two 
reasons why studs are kept at the Dark 
Gauntlets. Some people feel that males 
must have so much activity within any 
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given time. This may be true in un- 
usual cases, but our males, which are 
kept within sight and smell of queens 
all the time, often go months—most of 


the year — without mating; yet live 
happily and quietly despite it. The reason 
for their lack of evenly spaced service 
is that most breeders here prefer to breed 
early in the spring—and we concur. 

From the foregoing, any queen owner 
should realize, without delving into the 
consideration of value or quality of 
pedigrees and show wins, that a stud 
fee of $20, $25 or even $35 is not un- 
reasonable. It would cost from $35 to 
$50 a year, at least, at best, to keep a 
stud. Surely it should be worth $25 to 
pay someone else for service and not 
have the bother and work of keeping 
him oneself? When the relative costs of 
pet and show cats and kittens are also 
considered, when the question of pedi- 
gree is brought up, and when the males 
sought are champions or sires of cham- 
pions; it is easy to justify stud fees of 
$50 and up. Owners of show stock often 
have additional advertising expense. It 
is not unreasonable to pass a portion of 
that expense on to the owner of a queen 
visiting a ~show-proven stud—such ad- 
vertising adds to the value of that stud’s 
kittens. Similarly, when a rather high 
fee is paid for the privilege of breeding 
to a highly successful show male, the 
assurance that few other breeders will 
have his kits for sale is a part of that 
price. 

Custom has it that stud fees are to be 
paid at the time of the queen’s arrival at 
the stud’s abode. Stud fees are not re- 
turnable under any circumstances if the 
stud in question has already been proven. 
(It is foolish to bother with an unproven 
stud unless he is the only male avail- 
able.) If the queen fails to conceive 
following the first visit, the stud owner 
may, if he feels so inclined, extend the 
return privilege, but this should be 
recognized for the privilege it is. You, 
the queen owner, should be meticulous 
about reporting her failure to conceive 
as soon as you know of it, and before 
the due date for kittening—at the very 
latest. Most stud owners will even ex- 
tend a second return privilege, but the 
coverage of the fee has really been ex- 
hausted at this point. Some stud owners 
will generously guarantee kittens or the 
return of the stud fee; but, since their 
male has been proven, failure to con- 
ceive usually is the fault of the queen, 
and the fee, which is for te right to 
have the queen serviced by t*e proven 
male, has been earned. 

The stud owner must, at all times, 
have full control over his male. He 
should never leave the cats alone to- 
gether. It is presumed that he will not 
allow the queen to be mated by any other 
stud. The integrity of the stud owner is 
of utmost importance in selecting a stud 
for your queen, and you should never 
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The mice don’t play when the cat’s 
away at the home of Mrs. Maude Erwin, 
Chula Vista, California — because Mrs.

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ister told about his experience with the 
Red Arrow. 

This is not a Cat Tail, but just a word 
of caution regarding that old gag “Al- 
low us to use your cat’s picture on the 
cover of such and such a magazine-— 
think of the honor you will have in 
showing it to your friends.” I have been 
approached by two different people in 
the last twelve days. These people ask 
you to bring your cat to their studio or 
home to be photographed. They do not 
give you one line of publicity or men- 
tion your name in anyway whatsoever. 
3ut they collect and collect big. I know 
one person who collected twelve hundred 
dollars from one magazine for three cat 
pictures, and this very same person was 
big-hearted enough to allow the breeder 
her expenses in to New York—some- 
thing like eleven dollars I believe. 

Mrs. Irma Shelley, Turtle Lake, North 
Dakota, tells me she has something that 
is so unusual that she thinks all breeders 
should know about. There is one queen 
in her Cattery that never has more than 
two kittens—never until this year—did 
she have anything but females. This last 
spring there was one male and one 
female. The little male at four months 
of age somehow or other crawled into 
his Grand-Sire’s cage. The old boy was 
pleased to death—he washed and loved 
and kissed the little boy as if he were 
the mother. When they are separated the 
old fellow howls to high heaven, an/ 
the baby cries his heart out. Last week 
the local paper carried three and a half 
columns about the two headed ‘Whife 
Apache Chief promotes grandson with- 
out benefit of tribe council’—the family 
have named the youngster Athapascan 
(meaning the fierce tribe of Apaches). 

Mrs. Margaret Rowe tells me of an 
incident she heard, (Mrs. Rowe is from 
the city of Rockaway, New Jersey). 
There were some friends of hers who 
had two cats that were family pets. One 
day they were returning home and saw 
an accident near their home where two 
cats were killed by a car. Upon investi- 
gating they found the two were their 
own beloved pets. Carefully picking up 
their mangled bodies they took them 
home and buried them. Next morning 
there was a scratching at their door, and 
there were the two cats. The family was 
so overcome that they investigated the 
ground where their pets had been, and 
found it had not been disturbed, yet the 
two who were with them were identical— 
mark for mark, color and coat. Come to 
find out, the mother of these kittens 
always threw the same kind of kits. 
These were two that had been given to 
someone else, and had left their home 
and decided to live with the bereaved 
family. How did they know their two 
sisters had been killed in an accident? 
Why did they change homes? Homes 
that were quite a distance apart?

with a pet male for this and all the pre- 
ceding reasons. 

Under no conditions take a stud into 
your home to service your queen. The 
most gentle stud, in a strange environ- 
iment, may prove unmanageable. He 
should be entitled to the security of his 
own home and his owner’s handling when 
he has to court and win a recalcitrant 
and often nasty (when in season) queen. 
Also, he may spray your furnishings 
and otherwise be destructive. 

Unless your queen’s kittens are es- 
pecially desirable for some reason, don’t 
expect the stud owner to “breed for a 
kitten”. Usually he has enough of his 
own kittens to sell. When the breeding 
is done for a kitten, the stud owner cus- 
tomarily has pick of the litter. This may 
be fair to the stud owner and no moze 
than he should be entitled to, but it 
isn’t, at the same time, fair to the queen 
owner. It is usually cheaper to breed 
for a stud fee. It is a mighty poor kitten 
which cannot command a price large 
enough to cover the stud fee concerned. 
Breeding for a kitten is also counting 
one’s chickens (or kittens) before they 
are hatched. Who gets the kitten if there 
is only one? If the queen conceives and 
the kits are raised to several months of 
age but, through some sickness, accident 
or ill luck, are lost, what then? The stud 
owner is entitled to his fee (a kitten, in 
this case), but he’d be pretty hard- 
hearted to demand anything—yet his 
time and effort have been spent in an 
enterprise which was not his idea in the 
first place.

cepted ones. It should be understood 
that many different arrangements are 
made between queen and stud owners, 
and can and do “work”. Any arrange- 
ment, even the customary one, should be 
clearly stated in writing and signed by 
both parties to avoid later misunder- 
standing. Unusual arrangements should 
be left to the more experienced breeder— 
hecause novice breeders may not realize 
iully the problems entailed. Further, stud 
service is not an occupation to be en- 
tered into lightly. All of the aspects of 
stud management from the stud owner’s 
standpoint have not been covered here. 
Such things as the handling of strange 
queens (which is comparable to taming 
a wild animal), the training of a young 
male for stud service, the planning of 
stud quarters, etc., are material for an- 
other article—if not a small book. 

\ word of encouragement to all novice 
breeders: if you have the interest or 
pertinacity, eventually you become an 
experienced breeder !

It was useless to 
send her back, for she would again find 
her way back.

We kept the position. inter- 
mittently, for months there in the 
trerches, and behind the village, and 
Csivak followed us wherever we went. 

Spring came and fighting again flared 
up. We were in the trenches, and Csivak 
was with us. When I was on duty she 
would come up from the dugout, and pay 
me a visit. Each night she would sneak 
through the gun slits to chase field mice 
out among the barbed wires in no man’s 
land. | tried many times to make her 
understand that it was dangerous. Stray 
bullets fired by the outposts flew around 
all night. | could not tie her, nor could J] 
hold her down. 

Then, one day it happened. Csivak did 
rot show up. At first, I thought that our 
liaison man had carried her back to 
Zana, but that proved to be untrue. Then 
| thought she had wandered around in 
the trenches and was held somewhere 
along the way. We _ investigated the 
neighboring units by ‘phone. They had 
not seen her. 

That afternoon we received a message 
from our gun position at our left, about 
a hundred yards from us. They had 
spotted Csivak about ten yards out in 
front of them. No, she was not moving— 
probably dead. One of the men of my 
squad went down to take a look through 
the glass. Yes, she was dead. He marked 
her position, and when it grew dark, he 
crawled out and brought her in. 


We buried her in the military cemetery 
in the village. Zana made a coffin out of 
an ammunition case for her, and we fired 
a volley of six carbines in her honor, 
as befitting a loyal and gallant soldier.

The Baek Fenee ... 


The biggest news since recorded his- 
tory for those loving both cats and music 
may be the fine reception accorded Dr. 
Ruth Gipp’s oratorio, “The Cat”. Th: 
work, written by Dr. Gipp to complet 
her doctorate, was first played in its en- 
tirety at Birmingham (England) Town 
Hall, Feb. 1953. “It is, I think, a very 
beautiful piece of music, born of a gen- 
uine and entirely un-whimsical devotion 
to its subject”, writes J. F. Waterhouse, 
music critic for the Birmingham Post. 

I am convinced that “The Cat” 
deserves further hearings and a _ pub- 
lisher.” 

Discussing her work in the English 
magazine “Our Cats”, Dr. Gipp says it is 
divided into four sections, each based on 
material from W. S. Scott’s “A Clowder 
of Cats”. The Prelude depicts the well- 
known story of Mahomet cutting off the 
hem of his garment rather than disturb 
his cat. The first choral section consists 
of three stories of Jesus with cats, taken 
from the “Gospel of the Holy Twelve”, 
and is followed by a quiet movement, 
“The Cat As Friend”, based on Swin- 
burne’s “To A Cat’, treated as a mad- 
rigal. The third is inspired by Michael 
Joseph’s “To A Siamese Cat’, done as a 
simple baritone solo with softly purring 
accompaniment. The final movement is 
a rollicking double chorus on Christopher 
Smart’s “My Cat Jeffrey”. Dr. Gipp, 
who is 31, wrote the work the year her 
son was born. How’s that for talent plus 
fortitude ? 

Fate Magazine, which we follow close- 
ly because we would love to believe in 
flying saucers, and Fate seems to believe 
in everything, recently had a startling 
picture taken by Marshall W. Hanft of 
Salem, Oreg., depicting two Siamese 
cautiously eyeing what could well be 
burgeoning flying saucers, equipped with 
peacock tails. At least, that is how the 
objects, which Mr. Hanft said appeared 
when he developed the negative, strike 
us. The cats seemed to be seeing the 
objects when Mr. Hanft took the picture, 
or were they rolling their eyes in the 
direction where the spots later appeared 
because they knew as soon as Master 
had his back turned, they would sniff 
inquisitive faces too close to wet film.

Richard Garrett, com- 
mander of the 62nd, Zero was piloted 
over Lake Michigan at some 700 miles 
an hour. Mai. Garrett said upon passing 
the sound barrier Zero atop the instru- 
ment pancl “flattened himself out limply,” 
but it “didn’t bother him at all.” 


Tom is 25 years old and still having 
kittens, says Francis J. Ceasar of Water- 
town, N. Y. The 30-pound black, white 
and grey cat gave birth to a litter of five 
as she neared her 25th birthday. 

Sammy Snead, a Tom who is a Tom, 
turned on the kitchen water faucet one 
morning at 5 a.m. His owner, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Forbes, of Allentown, N. J., was 
awakened by the flood, the sink drain be- 
ing partially closed, and rushing in saw 
Sammy marooned atop the kitchen table.

Papa Cat, pet of the Edward Demler 
family in Muskegon, Mich., met mis- 
fortune in the form of a swiftly-moving 
car, now possesses a stainless steel ball 
in place of the original bone head which 
was injured. Dr. Richard Storey, who 
performed the operation, says Papa will 
soon be ready for mousing again as 
usual. 

Suppose you’ve all heard by now how 
the 5-to-14-year-old pupils of the Henry 
Clay Elementary School, Chicago, IIL. 
raised $40 for Clay, their pet kitten 
whose leg was broken in an accident. It 
was “an expensive operation or be de- 
stroyed,” said a veterinarian, and the 
children “by noon, in an absolutely spon- 
taneous movement had _ collected the 
money,” said Mrs. Abbey McCulloch, a 
teacher. “They gave pennies, nickels 
and dimes. It was really amazing.” 

Prayers of thanksgiving for such 
heartwarming stories, and for Clay’s sub- 
sequent recovery. Another happy-ending 
tale concerns New York’s Museum of 
Modern Art and its newly opened Abbey 
Aldrich Rockefeller Sculpture garden. 
(For an illuminating study of the life of 
this remarkable wife of John D., may 
we suggest Mary Ellen Chase’s biogra- 
phy.) A mother cat had her family in a 
corner of the garden where several huge 
new statues were being moved for the 
show. Rene d’Harnoncourt, director of 
the Museum, discovered that a neighbor, 
Mrs. Margaret Taylor, had built a shel- 
ter of loose boards for the family, leaving 
a note reading “Please do not disturb 
cat with kittens,” and her telephone num- 
ber. Workmen were respecting Mrs. Tay- 
lor’s request, and Mr. d’Harnoncourt said 
the sculpture show would not be installed 
in the area housing the cats. 

Mother of 77 plays feature role, as 
Uncle Elizabeth, Domestic Short Hair 
living at an actor’s boarding house with 
Susie Pardington of the Winston-Salein 
Little Theater, fills role of Pyewacket 
after a cross-eyed, deaf Siamese proved 
too lethargic and a Persian too temper- 
mental( the latter tried to jump out a 
window).

In White Plains, N. Y., stray cats out- 
numbered dogs 109-25, in June, 1953. In 
Madison, N. J. a bird-lover from Madi- 
son urged Borough Council to consider 
an ordinance to control vagrant cats. 
Even Rochester, N. Y., which has always 
been a great town for cat-lovers, had a 
Humane Society jammed full of nice- 
looking strays, caged, awaiting death, or, 
the slightest chance—adoption. We think 
every true cat lover, who wants to help 
cats in a realistic way should do ail 
possible to spread the gospel of neutering 
male cats and altering females. Some 
people take a great deal of hammering- 
into before they'll spend the 3 or 15 
dollars, but, for the good of all the 
millions of cats which will come in years 
to follow, please, if you see a chance to 


spread this gospel, which means the 
difference between future cats being 
treated well or as a scourge, don’t 


let this chance go by without trying to 
convince the party in question. Common 
sense tells you the stray cat problem will 
never get better by itself, and if you 
really, unselfishingly love cats, you owe 
it to the feline race to prove your love 
to test and strengthen it with hard work 
and deeds at least five times in your life, 
this figure being based on the number of 
avowed cat-lovers and the number of 
homeless cats. How about you, have you 
met the test at least five times? —A.M.
